First All-American quarterback visits Y

Gifford Nielson,. who became 
BYU’s first football All-American 
quarterback in 1976, visited his alma 
mater last week.

which gave him a chance to watch the 
94 team practice. The circumstances 
for the visit-were not the most pleas- 
ant, but Nielsen said he still enjoys 
any chance to visit BYU. 

“My wife’s father passed away so it 
was an unexpected trip, but.I always 
enjoy coming home,” Nielson said. 

Nielsen was born, met his true love 
and learned to throw in Provo.. After 
that, there was no turning back. 

Nielsen didn’t start playing football 
until he was a sophomore in high . 
school, but that didn’t stop him from 
becoming BYU’s first football All- 
American. 

“T have a lot of fond memories from 
those days ... working hard, playing 
tough and rallying together to win the 
big games,” Nielsen said. 

And win they did. Nielsen led the 
Cougars into an era of quarterback 
dominance while crushing record 
after record in the process.

In an effort to expand BYU’s inter- 
national involvement, the BYU and 
the BYU-Hawaii alumni associations 

- have. combined to set up alumni coun- 
cils in seven countries along the 
Pacific Rim. 

Alumni councils are being formed 
in Japan, Korea, Taiwan, Hong Kong, 
the People’s Republic of China, 
Singapore and the. Philippines. 

“There are not a lot of alumni in 
these areas, but we feel they’re in 
important places where University 
alumni ought to be represented,” said 
Steve Barrett, director of the BYU 
Alumni Association. “These are 
places of considerable interest and 
importance to the University.” 

With the addition of the Pacific Rim 
alumni councils, there are currently 
50 councils, 42 of which are in the 
United States and Canada. 

In keeping with the mission state- 
ment of BYU, one purpose of the 
alumni councils is to enhance the 
international flavor of the curriculum 
and to aid in recruiting students 
worldwide, Barrett said. 

One project underway in the coun- 
cils is the collection of library materi- 
als, works of art and crafts representa- 
tive of the different countries to be 
donated to both BYU campuses. 

Through the councils, alumni can 
participate in a variety of activities 
including socials, community service, 
continuing education programs and 
professional networking. 

For alumni in the People’s Republic 
of China, the council activities in 
Beijing sometimes provide their only 
contact with Church members. 


However, the councils also strive to 
include non-LDS alumni. . 

“Church activity by itself often cre- 
ates opportunities to interact, with 
some BYU and BYU-Hawaii alumni, 
such interaction effectively excludes 
‘non-LDS alumni,” said Douglas 
Hymas, co-chair of the Japan council. 

Many international alumni hold 
positions of influence in professional 
arenas, Barrett said. In order to 
accommodate hectic work schedules 
and Church callings, the councils do 
not hold regular meetings, he said. 

“The councils are informal groups 
of volunteer alumni that band together 
to assist the University as asked,” 
Barrett said. 

Busy schedules do not dampen the 
enthusiasm alumni have for council 
activities, however. 

“Most of the alumni are very sup- 
portive of alumni activities and they 
take pride in being BYU-ers,” said 
Caroline Kwok, chair of the Hong 
Kong regional council. 

“Several alumni in Osaka, Japan, 
formed their own unofficial alumni 
association last year and were excited 
to learn of plans for the Japan council, 
into which their group will be enfold- 
ed,” Hymas said. 


Roland Arcansalin, chair of the . 


Manila council, said alumni in the 
Philippines are excited as many of 
them have never had a chance to 
return. to Provo or Hawaii since grad- 
uation. 

The numbers of alumni and types of 
activities in each area differ. 

Arcansalin said that he knows of 
only 18 alumni permanently located 
in the Philippines and that three 
socials involving alumni have been 
held within the last 10 years. 
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“We hope to participate in the pub- 
licity campaign in promoting the good 


qualities as well as the achievements . 


of BYU and BYU-Hawaii — not only 
among members‘of the Church, but 
also within the whole country,” he 
said. 

Hymas said the Japan council plans 
to have two activities a year to pro- 
mote interaction among alumni. 

In addition to supplementing the 
Asian book collection of the Harold 
B. Lee Library, “Other projects might 
include networking opportunities to 
benefit alumni as. well as internship- 


and employment-seeking students.” 
Hymas said. 

He said the council-knows of about 
300 alumni in Japan and the list con- 
tinues to grow. 

Kwok said alumni in Hong Kong 
held regular activities before the 
regional council was formed, but 
since its formation a year ago, the 
council has also held a dinner and a 
cruise. 

“Often it is difficult to keep track of 
BYU alumni because Hong Kong is a 
very transient society and. people 
move around a lot,” Kwok said.

One of the first women to earn a 
master’s degree in BYU’s School of 
Management organizational behavior 
program says the way for women in 
the business world is not easy, or 
what she expected. 

Victoria Laney, a management con- 
sultant. based in Atlanta, graduated 
from BYU in 1975 with a bachelor’s 
degree in English and in 1977 from 
her master’s program. 

Women seemed to make better 
progress in past years because it is 
easier to deal with overt discrimina- 
tion, she said. 

“With the attitude gone under- 
ground, it is harder to deal with,” she 
said. 


For example, executives would - 


often hesitate to send her traveling on 
business for fear of her safety. 

“I'd have to convince them ‘I’m too 
busy too be afraid,’” she said. 

While BYU’s faculty prepared her 
well for the work place, she said, 
there were still some skills, such as 
managing men, she had to learn 
through experience. 

“It’s hard for LDS women because 
you tend to learn much of your lead- 
ership skills in that capacity,” she 
said. “Women are not necessarily 
going to learn these on Sunday.” 

She said she has seen much progress 
in teaching women these skills. 

After graduation shé was recruited 
and hired by IBM corporate head- 
quarters. 

At the time she thought she would 
stay there until she retired. Later on, 
she surprised her colleagues with her 
resignation. 

“The future is not to stay with one 
company,” she said. 

She advises students to develop self- 
initiative while in college. She is 
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enthusiastic about the opportunities 
available specifically at BYU. 

Laney is on the executive committee 
of the Alumni Association Board of 


Directors and on the Organizational 


Advisory Board. 

As the chairperson of the Alumni 
Communications and Awards 
Council, one of her dreams is to make 
the Daily Universe available to par- 
ents, alumni and other subscribers 
through computer networking.

Landing a job in the profession of 
one’s choice, staying with the compa- 
ny for 16 years and being able to 
work one’s schedule around family 
needs is a student’s dream filled by 
Michelle King, anchor at KUTV. 

Work hasn’t always meant anchor- 
ing the 10 p.m. broadcast, however. 
King began at KUTV the same 
semester she began work on a mas- 
ter’s degree at BYU, as a consumer 
reporter for the noon show. 

“T didn’t have small market experi- 
ence,” King said. “It made it harder in 
some ways.” 

Having grown up in.Los Angeles, 
King said small markets never held 
the same appeal for her that large 
markets did. 

She said people were skeptical and 
even cynical about the idea of a stu- 
dent jumping right into the business. 

King described her early KUTV 
experience: “I did fluffy reports on 
things like how to pick out a water 
bed.” 

She attended a semester of school in 
the fall of 1978 while working as a 
consumer reporter, but set aside 
school work when offered a position 
as noon anchor. 


King said that a stepping stone to 


her position as news anchor was the 
chance she had to cover state elec- 


tions. Previously, she had filled gen- 
eral assignments, but the elections 
gave her a chance to “prove herself.” 

Speaking of her job at KUTV, King 
said, “I told them I would continue to 
work as long as the schedule worked 
out for the family.” 

Scheduling has worked out and 
King has been with KUTV for 16 
years. 

King, a mother of four, graduated 
from BYU with a degree in broadcast 
journalism and has had a career with 
‘KUTV ever since. 

King said although her children do 
not blink twice when their mother is 
on the air, other kids think it’s neat. 

Her children are familiar with where 
she works and the people she works 
with, King said, and even have had 
opportunity to put their mother’s 
expertise to work. 

King said that her son had to do a 
fake weathercast for school so he 
came to the station, watched the 
weather report and even gave it a run- 
‘ through himself. 

Her daughter was in charge of doing 

a county report for school and was 
able to go on location with a camera

After finishing her bachelor’s 
degree, King served an internship 
with United Press International in 
New York City before returning to 
Provo to begin on a master’s degree.

Marketable skills important 
for students, alumnus says

When he graduated from BYU in 
1956 with a degree in business man- 
agement, Robert Driggs had never 
heard of a computer and used a slide 
rule for many of his classes. 

Thirty years later he was using a 
pocket computer and looking out the 
computer graphics window in a simu- 
lated airplane — overseeing the finan- 
cial end of one of the most progres- 
sive computer organizations in the 
State. 

As a BYU alumnus, Driggs is an 
example of how students, taking 
advantage of the full education 
offered at BYU, can prepare them- 
selves for a balanced approach for ‘the 
future. 

“The. best classes are those that help 
you analyze and think,” he said. 
“Your career isn’t the only thing in 
life. If a student studies broadly and is 
well-versed in a variety of disciplines, 
he or she will do well.” 

Driggs, president-elect for the BYU 
Alumni Association, recently retired 
as the vice president and chief finan- 
cial officer for Evans & Sutherland 
Computer Corporation in Salt Lake 
City, a company specializing in real- 
istic computer graphics used in many 
airplane simulators. 

“Students should have some sort of 
marketable skill that they can bring to 
a company,” he said. “Oral and writ- 
ten communication is really impor- 
tant. Writing is one of the most 
important skills a student can learn.” 

After graduating from BYU, Driggs 
earned his MBA at Harvard in 1958. 
He landed his first job at IBM as a 
data processor in the marketing 
department. Such a simple beginning 
later led to managing the financial 
needs of a number of high-tech firms 
in California and Utah. 

“At Harvard some of the best stu- 
dents were the English students,” he 
said, “because they knew how to ana- 
lyze and write.” 

As president-elect he will become 
president of the Alumni Association 
in spring of 1995. He served on the 
advisory board for Brigham Young 
Magazine, and is part of the alumni 
board that, among other things, over- 
sees all activities, lectures and semi- 
nars sponsored by the association. 

Driggs said he believes a BYU edu- 
cation can allow a broad, balanced © 
approach to preparing for the outside 
world.

The Alumni Association has a pro- 
gram which gives students the oppot- 
tunity to continue their BYU educa- 
tion and gives graduates the opportu- 
nity to help others enjoy the same 
experience. 

The program offered by the Alumni 
Association offers replenishment 
grants to students to help them pay for 
their BYU education. Those students 
given grants are able to repay the 
grants after they have graduated and 
are settled in a career. 


“There is no legal obligation but a 
moral obligation on the part of recipi- 
ents that they will repay the amount 
they received,” said George Bowie, 
executive director of the Alumni 
Association. 

The replenishment grant program 
was instituted three years ago and 
rewards grants to juniors and seniors 
based primarily on need, Bowie said. 
The amount given varies from $500 
to $2,000, and is given to juniors and 


‘seniors to help promote timely gradu- 


ation. - 
In 1992, 18 grants were given and in 
1993, the number given grew to 27. 


The decision for this year will be 
made in May and the alumni office 
hopes to give at least the same level 
as in 1993. 

“Our goal is to be able to provide 
moré grants each year than the year 
before,” Bowie said. 

Money for the grants comes from an 
endowment which is funded by vari- 
ous programs.

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Lindbergh’s flight 
documented on 
full-length film

The historic transatlantic flight 
achieved for the first time in 1927 is 
the subject of a full-length, full-color 
film to be screened in Kingsbury Hall 
today at 8 p.m. 

The film tracks the path of aviator 
Charles Augustus Lindbergh on a 
flight to Paris. Lindbergh was the first 
person to fly the Atlantic Ocean solo 
‘and simultaneously the first to fly 
from New York to Paris in a heavier- 
than-air craft. 

In Lindbergh’s book, “The Spirit of 
St. Louis,” — the name also given to’ 
the plane he built and flew — he 
writes, “Thirty-five hundred miles to 
Paris; nearly 50 hours of fuel in my 
tanks. New England, Nova Scotia, 
Newfoundland, the Atlantic Ocean — 
I'll pass above them — and then 
Ireland, England and France! The 
world turning below: when it turns to 
Paris I shall land.” 

Robin Williams, a film lecturer who 
has appeared for the National 
Geographic Society lecture series for 
over 20 years, filmed “Lindbergh’s 
Historic Flight.” 

Lindbergh’s original trip took 33.5 
hours during which he suffered great 
fatigue. He took five sandwiches and 
a quart of water and left behind a 
parachute and radio in favor of the 
extra weight in gas.

As party devotees prepare to vote 
for delegates in tonight’s voting dis- 
trict caucuses, Utah’s party leaders 
call for increased public involvement 
and, in some cases, reform of Utah’s 
electoral system. 

Party leaders have launched attacks 
at elements of Utah’s system, ranging 
from low public attendance at caucus- 
es to the very electoral procedure. 

“The voting district caucus is the 
most fundamental grass-roots level 
that a citizen in this country can be 
involved in,” said Mike Vanchiere, 
media chairman of the Utah County 
Republican Party. “Sadly, only about 
two percent of those eligible to attend 
the caucuses actually come and par- 
ticipate.” 

Though he is in favor of the voting 
caucus system, Mark Emerson, exec- 
utive director of the Republican Party 
of Utah, said he recognizes the atten- 
dance dilemma. 

“What people don’t realize is what 
goes on at these meetings and why 
it’s so important,” Emerson said. 

If two or more candidates from one 
party run for the same federal, state or 
local office, that party is required by 
state law to hold a voting caucus. 

If only one candidate runs on a party 
ticket, that party is not required a cau- 
cus. This is true, for example, with 
the Socialist Workers Party whose six 
candidates will vie for various federal 
and state offices. 

The caucuses, which are held at 7 
p.m. in Utah’s 1500 voting precincts 
the last Monday of March, are open to 
all voters — party members or not. 

At the caucus, attendants choose 


party delegates, who vote for one can- © 


didate at county and state party con- 
ventions. If one candidate wins at 
least 70 percent of the convention 
vote, he or she skips the June party 
primary and heads directly to the gen- 
eral elections. Otherwise, the party’s 
top two candidates run in the primary, 


. where the voting public further nar- 


rows the field of candidates. 

“These delegates have a very strong 
voice,” Emerson said. “Delegates 
decide who runs.” 

The low attendance at voting .cau- 
cuses unfairly empowers candidates 
with more money, said Kevin Ayers, 
campaign co-manager of Democratic 
U.S. Senate candidate John Benson. 


Ayers said candidates with more | 


financial resources pack caucuses in a 

manner disproportionate to the gener- 

al public’s actual voting sentiment.

19 killed when roof collapsed 
during Palm Sunday services

PIEDMONT, Ala.- — A tornado 
caved in the roof of a church crowded 
with Palm Sunday worshipers, killing 
19 people. Nineteen others died as 
twisters and violent thunderstorms 
tore through the Southeast. 

The-tornado hit Goshen Methodist 
Church about 11:30 a.m., shattering 
windows and toppling a brick wall on 
a pew of children in Easter outfits 
waiting to sing in a pageant. 

At least 90 people were injured, said 
authorities in this northeastern 
Alabama town. Six children, ages 2 to 
12, were among the dead. 

Worshipers said they heard wind 


. against the church, then the lights 


went out. 

“At that minute, things started hit- 
ting the side of the church, and some- 
thing came through one of the win- 
dows,” said Carol Scroggin, who was 
at the altar leading the Easter pro- 
gram. “I just started to scream, 
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“Everybody get down!’ ... People 
were scréaming, but it happened so 
quickly there wasn’t much time for 
reaction.” 

The tornado ripped away an entire 
side of the low-slung, modern red 
brick building and blew the steeple 
into the parking lot. Pieces of pews 
and wooden children’s chairs were 
strewn across the lawn. 

“One man ran down the aisle yelling 
~Get on the floor!’ “ said worshiper 
Elwanna Acker, 63. “Then the roof 
came down. The woman right next to 
me died.” 

“People were praying,” she said. 
“People were worrying about their 
grandchildren.” 

A nursery filled with children in a 
church wing did not collapse. 

Sixteen bodies were found inside 
the church, and one man was found 
outside in a van, apparently killed by 
part of a toppled telephone pole, 
Cherokee County sheriff’s deputies 
said. An 18th victim died while being 
driven to a hospital, and a 19th died at 
a hospital. : 

About six miles away, the Union 
Grove Methodist church was demol- 
ished by a tornado during services, 
but its 75 worshipers took shelter in 
the basement and escaped injury. 
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Voters urged to attend tonight’s caucuses 


out and recruit people to attend the 
caucuses and vote for my candidate,” 
Ayers said. “The person with the 
biggest bucks normally wins.” 

Vanchiere said the low attendance at 
caucuses also empowers fringe 
groups disproportionately. 

“The vocal minority are making 
decisions that dramatically impact the 
lives of ... the silent majority,” 
Vanchiere said. “Those people with a 
hidden agenda ... come with a specific 
ax to grind and fight desperately to 
have the delegates elected who will 
represent their special interests. 


“By the time candidates are chosen’ 


which are not to the liking of the 
average citizen, it is too late,” 
Vanchiere said. 

Aside from voting for party dele- 
gates, support for public initiatives 
are generated at some caucuses. 

The Independent Party of Utah, for 
example, kicks off its middle-class 
tax cut initiative tonight at its party 
caucuses. : 

Where necessary, party officials 
have pursued increased awareness of 
the caucuses. The Utah County 
Republican Party sent a three-page 
essay, entitled, “Making a Difference 
in the Political Process,” to Utah 
County media outlets. The essay 


called excuses for not attending a vot- - 


ing caucus “lame,” and said, “If the 
voting public wants changes made in 
the political arena, this forum is 
where those changes begin.” 

Because less Democrats are running 
for federal offices this year, the 
Democratic party has not promoted 
caucus attendance more than usual, 
said Todd Taylor, executive director 
of the Democratic State Committee. 

Caucus attendance is based on the 
public’s level of interest in national 
elections, Taylor said. He said his 
party’s caucuses have been well 
attended in general election years and 
poorly attended in the off-years. 

Utah’s electoral process deserves an 


‘overhaul, said Bart Grant, executive 


director of the Independent Party of 


Utah. 

“Utah should take a second look at 
how this process is run,” Grant said. 
“(Utah should) take out the party cau- 
cus and convention system that 
nobody participates in and let the 
entire voting public vote in a runoff 
system. That would ensure what the 
people want instead of what the party 
wants.” 

Despite its weaknesses, Utah’s vot- 
ing system benefits the public because 
it narrows the field to only realistic, 
mainstream candidates, Emerson said. 

Each party caucus is held at 7 p.m. 
tonight. Local party organizations will 
direct inquiries to the location of 
respective voting caucuses.

The Foundation for Ancient 
Research in Mormon Studies released 
the sixth volume of the “Review of 
Books on the Book of Mormon” last 
week, which is solely devoted to 
rebutting one book recently published 
about the Book of Mormon, Another 
Testament of Jesus Christ. 

“There is a specific book we thought 
particularly attacked basic principles 
of Mormonism,” said Brent Hall, 
director of operations of FARMS. 

The book, “New Approaches to the 
Book of Mormon: Explorations and 
Critical Methodology,” edited by 
Brent Metcalfe, includes 10 essays by 
nominal members of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Hall said the members are. not active 
and their credentials as stated in the 
book are over-rated. 

Metcalfe said the contributors cover 
many views about the Book of 
Mormon. He.said only one is a former 
member of the LDS Church, while the 
rest range from active to less-active 
members. 

Hall] said the book claims Joseph 
Smith was not visited by angels, there 
were no gold plates, and Joseph Smith 
created and wrote the Book of 
Mormon himself. 

“Not one of the contributors makes 
a patent denial of angels, the topic is 
not even broached in this way,” 
Metcalfe said. “One of the contribu- 
tors, in fact, confesses a belief in 
angels.” 

Hall. said these are not new attacks 
to the Book of Mormon and FARMS 
officials decided to get a response to 
these ideas in their next volume of 
“Review of Books on the Book of 
Mormon.” 

.“We gathered scholars and asked 
them to respond to the issues which 
include Christiology, archeology, 
humanism, rhetoric and critical 

‘impressions about Mormon history,”

Elder Maxwell quoted the Savior 
when he said, “I am the way, the truth 
and the light. No one comes by the 
Father except by way of me.

Elder Maxwell said the world is too 
busy pleasing themselves, and not 
God. He said the great moment is to 
come to that point to know that he or 
she pleases God. 

“There is so much to get done in this 
brief time we have in this classroom,” 
Elder Maxwell said. 

Elder Maxwell said knowledge is 
important, but that “knowledge stand- 
ing alone cannot save us.” 

“Of necessity. we are to teach and 
preach the doctrines,” Elder Maxwell 
said. “In the ordinance, the power of 
Godliness is manifested.” 

Elder Maxwell said that submissive- 
ness is required in discipleship, and 
then we will lose ourselves. 

“Personal development is essential 
to discipleship,” Elder Maxwell said.

Hall said. “Each of these areas was 
addressed by people with very schol- 
arly credentials to make a high quality 
book.” 

Hall said the book is an example of 
what Mormons can offer, that intel- 
lectuals or scholars in the Church can 
feel comfortable with and proud of. 

“Some FARMS reviewers raise sig- 
nificant issues, others engage in.char- 
acter assassinations that have no place 
in scholarly discourse, let alone from 
those who presumably embrace 
Christian ideals,” Metcalfe said. 

Daniel Peterson, professor of Asian 
and Near East studies and editor of 
the review, said past reviews include 
every book published on the Book of 
Mormon. 

He said past volumes include posi- 


‘tive, negative and mixed reviews of 


the literature. 

“This is the first time we’ ve devoted 
the entire issue to one book,” Peterson 
said. “But some of the arguments 
have come up before.” 


Peterson said “New Approaches to ° 
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the Book of Mormon” does not fea- 
ture new approaches to the Book of 
Mormon, but rather brings up many 
points that anti-Mormons have used 
since the Book of Mormon was pub- 
lished. 

“The prime motivation for publish- 
ing the anthology was to stimulate 
Book of.Mormon studies,” Metcalfe 
said. “I realize the issue is emotional. 
Theological re-evaluation of the func- 
tion and nature of Book of Mormon 
is, in my judgment, inevitable.” 

Peterson said the book was available 
in the BYU Bookstore, but has been 
pulled off of the shelves. He said it 
may still be found in other book- 
stores. 

The review; however, is available at 
the BYU bookstore for $12.95. 

Peterson said the reviews on litera- 
ture about the Book of Mormon will 
now be published on a biannual basis. 

“I was astonished on how much is 
published about the Book. of 
Mormon,” Peterson said. 

He said each review includes a bib-

liography with all the literature pub- 


lished on the Book. of Mormon that 


year. 

Hall said FARMS is a foundation 
which researches and publishes mate- 
rial about.the Book of Mormon from 
a faithful perspective. It publishes 
Hugh Nibley’s materials and sponsors 
seminars and symposiums on the 
Book of Mormon and other ancient 
scriptures as well.
